o Betty McMillen, Lakeside Historical Society — Asked for suggestions as to how to save a
historic 1912 school house that the School District wants to demolish.

¢ Abel Silvas, Vice-chairman, City’s Historical Resources Board— Discussed a proposal for
a marker for the Presidio Chapel Cemetery, which is a part of the original San Diego
- Royal Presidio and was used for burial rites from 1775 to about 1849. None of the
original grave markers have survived and there is no commemorative marker for this
early cemetery.

e Bob Marinaccio, representing the Gaslamp Historic Foundation, which acts as curator of
the Gaslamp Historic District. He wanted to know if the City had a board comparable to
the HSB and was directed to the previous speaker, Mr. Abel Silvas, Vice-Chairman of
the City’s Historical Resources Board.

Meeting Notes: Elaine Murphy informed the Board that the museum project is now on hold
because the County’s Real Estate Services is requiring the Society to sign a modified lease that
would greatly restrict access to portions of the Barn due to safety and ADA compliance reasons.
The Society asked the Board for suggestions as to how to proceed. The Society really needs the
extra space for storage. Several suggestions as well as contact names were provided that may be
helpful.
